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RALLY AT LAURENTIAN

We did it! A rally was organized 
and the turn out was tremendous. 
SGA's president, Brent Bostrom 
managed to spark the interest of 
well over 1500 concerned and an- 
gered students as they poured into 
the Great Hall last Thursday. 

Concerns of students were ex- 
pressed, and Bostrom attempted to 
answer as many questions as he could 
with what knowledge of the strike 
he had. In Brent's so-called speech, 
he emphasized the fact that our 
contract as students has been bro- 
ken , and that, according to the Labour 
Relations Act (chapter 228), bind- 
ing arbitration as a mechanism to 
sort out this strike, can only be used 
if both sides agree to negotiate and 
tell the Labour Board that they do 
indeed, want an arbitrator. 

The idea behind organizing the 
rally was to try and educate the stu- 
dents as to what was really going on, 
and what we as students may or may 
not do. 

The main consensus of ideas was 
that students by no means want to 
give up their school year. And, many 
were very adamant when express- 
ing their views and concerns regard- 
ing this matter. If need be, students 
are willing to get together and make 
up their own school calendar to com- 
pensate for time undeservingly lost 
during the strike. Says Bostrom, 
"we shouldn't have to go to 
classed from 6:00 a.m. until 
10:00 p.m. because both sides 
are behaving like children." 



Although it was an open meet- 
ing, and representatives from both 
LUFA and Administration were 
invited, it was assumed that neither 
would show, until Administration's 
chief negotiator Michael Dewson 
spoke up and addressed a few con- 
cerns to about 1500 students in at- 
tendance. Dewson stressed the fact 
that Administration is' "extremely 
concerned". Dewson explained that, 
with regards to their so-called final 
offer to LUFA, Administration have 
as of yet received no written or ver- 
bal response to their offer. 

During the information rally, a 
petition circulated throughout the 
Great Hall, and was signed by over 
1500 angry and perplexed students. 
As the rally broke up, it was 
decided. upon, after great rucus, that 
half of the students would bring the 
petition to the president of Lauren- 
tian University, Charles Belanger's 
office in the Library Tower, and mat 
the other half would march to the 
picket lines and bombard LUFA 
members with questions of concern. 
Many short-tempered, maddened 
students gathered outside the Li- 
brary Tower only to have the doors 
locked on them. After several min- 
utes of chanting "we want in", Be- 
langer spoke to students and assured 
them that the strike wouldn't hurt 
their school year. Needless to say, 
attempts to present Belanger with 
the petition of over 1500 signatures 
was not carried out in an orderly 
fashion, or even effective at that. 

Just as many students were being 
subjected to hearing Administration

jump from fact to fiction and back 
again, the other 800 or so students 
were on their way to cross the picket 
lines in full force. 

Confused students posed several 
complex questions to bitter faculty 
members only to be led by the tail 
again with more song and dance ir- 
relevant to questions being asked. 
When confronted with the fact that 
Administration was waiting for their 
response, LUFA members laughed 
and commented with disbeliefs stat- 
ing that they are waiting to get a 
written consensus saying that Ad- 
ministration wishes to negotiate. 



Says one faculty member, Fran- 
cois Rebordy, "we want to settle this 
as soon as possible, we just want a 
settlement." Rebordy finished his 
small speech to students by wel- 
coming them to Laurentian and tell- 
ing them, "don't worry, be happy." 
And with that, many students be- 
lieved that they were not being taken 
seriously, and that their rallying 
against the strike was all a farce. 

However, another faculty mem- 
ber, Lloyd Wagner was quite ag- 
gressive when saying that, "we are 
doing right, we are the power as s 
constituent and we shouldn't stop 



pressuring both sides until some- 
thing is done." 

For some,, the rally last Thursday 
may have seemed like a useless tool 
in an attempt to "do something", but 
if we just sit, and wait, then it is most 
likely that nothing will get done at 
all. 

Most recently, although a media- 
tor has been named, it has been said 
by individuals on each of the sides 
that negotiating may not begin for a 
couple more weeks. If a "cooling 
off period" should take place, then 
we have to continue to so whatever 
we as students are capable of doing, 
in order to guarantee our school year. 



AFFILIATED COLLEGES READY TO GO BACK

Under the assumption that Thurs- 
day morning negotiations will be 
successful, affiliated colleges Hunt- 
ington, Thornloe, and University of 
Sudbury plan to resume classes as 
scheduled Monday, September 25. 
Classes at these affiliated col- 
leges did not begin as scheduled for 
the academic year as each did not 
want to add to the mass confusion 
experienced by students, administra- 
tion, and LUFA members 



It has been said by representa- 
tives from each college that classes 
should be easy to compensate for if 
the strike lasts about two weeks. If 
longer than that, it could be quite 
difficult to carry out the academic 
calendar for the 89-90 year in full. 

Dr. John Sandys-Wunsch, prin- 
cipal of Thorneloe College com- 
mented that a decision to teach or 
not would have no bearing on the 
strike issue. 

Says Sandys-Wunsch, "with 



regards to classes starting Monday, 
we 're hoping we won't ha veto make 
the decision of whether or not to 
start classes, hopefully everyone will 
be starting classes next week." 

According to Dr. Laurent La- 
rouche, principal of the University 
of Sudbury, trying to do what is in 
the best interest of all students, is ex- 
tremely difficult. 

Says Larouche, "we held back 
classes so we wouldn't have some 
students attending classes now, later 



to repeat our teachings to the stu- 
dents coming back from home after 
the strike is over." 

"I don't see why faculty mem- 
bers can't resume classes if negotia- 
tions take place Thursday", com- 
ments Larouche. 

Ken McQueen, representing 
Huntington College said today's 
meeting between LUFA and the 
administration would be a factor mat 
would determine if Huntington 
would offer classes on September 



25. He said that if negotiations had 
not resolved the strike, the affiliated 
colleges Huntington, Thorneloe,and 
University of Sudbury would meet 
tomorrow to discuss holding classes 
on Monday. 

McQueen reassured Lambda that 
if the affiliated colleges came to the 
agreement of offering classes on 
Monday (25th), then they would 
provide that information to the local 
media. 
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STUDENT SERVICES MAY SUFFER

While Administration and LUFA 
take their precious time dilly-dally- 
ing around, othe» University mem- 
bers are trying their best to accom- 
modate perplexed and distraught stu- 
dents. 

"At what point do we say, we've 
lost our year and go home?" That is 
the question most asked by students 
who approach Paddy Blenkinsop, 
of Student Services, responsible for 
intramural activities, counseling, 
workshops, health concerns, etc. 

Student Services is greatly re- 
sponsive to student needs, but ac- 
cording to Blenkinsop, lately they 
have been unable to be accommo- 
dating. 

Regardless of how long the strike 
lasts, Student Services can be re- 
organized so no dramatic effect 
occurs, have been planned into the 
academic calendar. 

Says Blenkinsop, "the only thing 
to worry about at present, is what do 
students do in the meantime. Some 
residences are organizing events, but 
its not enough." 



Also showing extreme concern 
and consideration for the future 
education of our students, is Gabri- 
elle Lavigne, Manager of the Can- 
ada Employment Centre on Cam- 
pus. 

Says Lavigne quite adamantly 
with regards to the welfare of Lau- 
rentian students, "I am concerned. I 
don't have a wait-and-see attitude! " 

Lavigne, who is responsible for 
placing undergraduate and graduat- 
ing students with part time and full 
time jobs is concerned that she may 
not be able to do so successfully if 
the strike continues. 

Among the many services avail- 
able through her office, each year 
are job placements, on campus re- 
cruiting, career days, and presenta- 
tions. If students have gone home to 
wait for the strike to end, as is the 
case with many, the deadline of late 
September, early October to place 
students with the jobs offered by 
over 30 companies will not be met. 

Comments Lavigne, "I sympa- 
thize with faculty but my job is to 



serve students. We've all prepared 
advertising, planning- wise, etc., and 
we want to make sure students get 
the jobs they spent three or four 
years in university for." 

Both Blenkinsop and Lavigne 
invite all students to come into their 
offices now, see what is available, 
and prepare for the academic year 
ahead. This will enable students to 
concentrate on classes with a posi- 
tive attitude when and if the strike 
between Administration and LUFA 
is settled. 

As it stands, concern for we, the 
student body is scarce among Ad- 
ministration and LUFA members. 
However, there are still several indi- 
viduals and services on campus, such 
as the Student Services office and 
Canada Employment Centre. They 
are making it their priority to be 

available for all students, and should 
be congratulated for doing so. 



STUDENTS SIT, 
BUT NOT ON FENCE

A student sit-in was held Thurs- 
day morning at the university as an 
attempt to rekindle the firey nego- 
tiations between administration and 
teachers. 

The protest was lead and organ- 
ized by student David Wells. Dem- 
onstrators briefly blocked elevators 
until they were permitted to meet 
with President Belanger to have their 
questions answered. 

According to Wells, the purpose 
of the sit-in was not to support either 
side but simply to show that stu- 



dents are very concerned about the 
strike and their futures. President 
Belanger assured the students that 
this semester was not in jeopardy. 

Belanger also told listeners that 
neither they nor their parents should 
panic at this stage of the strike. He 
said that administration put forth 
their last offer on September 1 0, but 
the teachers have not responded. 

Wells argued that all the talks and 
demonstrations were food and both 
sides were talking, but not to each 
other. Other students said there

The staff at Lambda would 
like to welcome Dr. Charles H. 
Belanger as acting president of 
Laurentian University. Dr. Be- 
langer will be sitting in for for- 
mer president Dr. John Daniel, 
who is on sabbatical from Sep- 
tember 1, 1989, until June 30, 
1990. Dr. Daniel will be study- 
ing strategic economies at the 
National Defence College in 
Kingston, Ontario. 

Dr. Belanger came to Lau- 
rentian University in 1985 as the 
"Vice- President of Academics 
and full professor of Manage- 
ment Information Systems. As 
Vice-President he was respon- 
sible for setting academic stan- 
dards, providing academic plan- 
ning leadership, and negotiating 
and administering the faculty 
Collective Agreement. Now, as 
the acting President, Dr. Belanger 
answers to the Board of Gover- 
nors for all administrative mat- 
ters and the Senate for all aca- 
demic matters. Fund raising and 
liaison with the local commu- 
nity and government are also

important roles for Belanger. 

One of Dr. Belanger's main 
concerns as he joined Lauren- 
tian, and which he still feels 
strongly about, is to raise the 
University's visibility and make 
Laurentian a preferable choice 
for post-secondary education. 
"Laurentian is a young, matur- 
ing institution," says Dr. Be- 
langer and adds that gradual 
evolution is a key way to raise 
and maintain credibility. Dr. 
Belanger feels that, "Laurentian 
has a bright future." He cites the 
new library that will be opened 
soon, the plans for a student 
centre and the Ontario Geologi- 
cal Survey building is set to go 
with ground-breaking to take 
place as soon as the strike situ- 
ation is cleared up. 

There is also increased activ- 
ity in the academic area; particu- 
larly in regards to research. 
Laurentian has received numer- 
ous special research grants. The 
research grants are now being 
received at Laurentian at an 
unheard of rate which Dr. Be- 
langer feels is indicative of 
Laurentians' progress. 



When asked if he noticed a 
change in the students' attitudes 
since 1985, Dr. Belanger stated 
that he felt the students have rec- 
ognized the changes in Lauren- 
tian and are more "lively". Also 
that students recognize the situ- 
ation and respond to it. By per- 
centage, Laurentian University 
has had the greatest increase in 
students in Ontario. 

In terms of building credibil- 
ity, Dr. Belanger feels that Lau- 
rentian is on the right track but 
that it will not be easy to change 
the negative thinking associated 
with a small university. Dr. 
Belanger feels that large univer- 
sities such as University of 
Toronto or Western University 
have a much easier time drawing 
students and receiving funding 
to branch out into specialized 
areas because of a larger alumni 
base in prestigious fields such as 
law or medicine. In order to 
achieve it's objectives, states Dr. 
Belanger, "Laurentian must work 
harder (than other universities)" 
but feels that this should in no 
way deter us from attempting to 
expand into specialized areas,

In his closing remarks, Dr. 
Belanger reiterated that we
